From  "What  Doth  it  Prophet'*

Among  the  greatest  of  our  life's 
privileges  are  our  several  relation- 
ships with  other  people.  There  are 
many  joys  and  numerous  advan- 
tages that  come  to  us  from  our 
families,  our  neighbours,  our  lead- 
ers, and  our  occupational  associates. 
When  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  was 
asked  the  seciet  of  his  radiant,  use- 
ful life  he  replied.  "I  had  a  friend." 
And  what  a  wonderful  good  fortune 
that  can  be,  is  one  of  the  blessings 
that  is  sometimes  overlooked.  We 
never  need  to  be  reminded  of  the 
financial  values  available  to  us,  but 
we  are  not  always  aware  of  the  far 
greater  values  that  reside  in  people. 
In  fact  all  other  kinds  of  values  are 
derived  from  human  values. 

The  other  day  I  was  in  a  business 
meeting  where  a  fine  young  man  was 
singled  out  for  some  special  hon- 
ours As  he  walked  up  to  the  plat- 
form I  thought  how  straight  and 
strong  and  capable  he  seemed,  and 
I  remembered  the  words  of  Shakes- 
peare who  said,  "What  a  piece  of 
work  is  man.  How  noble  in  reason, 
how  infinite  in  faculty.  In  form  and 
moving,  how  express  and  admir- 
able. In  action,  how  like  an  angel, 
in  apprehension,  how  like  a  God." 
As  his  honours  were  being  confer- 
red, I  saw  the  tears  glistening  in  the 
eves  of  his  parents,  who  were  sit- 
ting in  the  audience.  I  had  known 
them  for  many  years  and  I  was 
somewhat  familiar  with  the  love, 
character-training,  and  parental  dis- 
cipline that  had  gone  into  this 
voung  man's  life  and  that  was  now 
bearing  such  pleasant  fruit.  It  occur- 
red to  me  how  fortunate  this  young 
man  had  been  to  have  had  such  wise 
parents,  who  were  so  devoted  to 
righteousness.  But  what  a  gre^.t 
benefit  accrues  to  all  of  us  because 
nod  has  arranged  to  furnish  every 
human  being  born  into  the  world 
with  a  father  and  a  mother,  having 
specific  abilities,  and  the  lovalities 
necessary  to  mold  our  lives  for 
good. 


This  idea  assumes  an  even  greater 
importance  as  we  learn  more  about 
man's  divine  origin  and  his  eternal 
destiny.  Nothing  could  have  greater 
significance  than  that  great  scripture 
which  savs,  "And  God  created  man 
in  his  own  image.  In  the  image  of 
God  created  he  him,  male  and 
female  created  he  them."  God  not 
only  created  men  and  women  in  his 
own  image,  but  he  also  endowed 
them  with  his  own  potentialities, 
and  as  a  part  of  their  birthright  he 
made  them  heirs  to  his  glory.  But 
outstanding  among  our  special  bless- 
ings is  the  fact  that  every  human 
being  born  into  the  world  has  his 
own  individual  father  and  mother. 
Our  parents  were  sent  into  this 
world  ahead  of  us  in  order  to  pre- 
pare themselves  properly  to  con- 
tinue this  important  process  of 
forming  human  lives  ir.  God's 
image. 

Because  of  the  unique  relationship 
that  everyone  has  with  his  mother, 
we  instinctively  feel  a  special  close- 
ness and  gratitude  to  her  as  to  no 
one  else  in  the  world.  To  com- 
memorate this  relationship,  we  set 
aside  one  day  a  year  to  honour  her 
and  express  our  appreciation  in 
words  and  deeds. 

Then  I  thought  of  some  of  God's 
other  creatures.  A  one-year-old 
mother  bird  is  a  model  of  faithful 
performance.  She  never  deserts  her 
nest,  she  never  loses  her  way,  she 
never  gets  drunk,  and  she  never 
misunderstands  the  needs  of  her 
young  Without  any  snecial  training 
she  knows  how  to  build  a  nest  and 
hatch  her  eggs.  She  knows  where  to 
find  the  right  kind  of  food  r>nd  how 
much  the  little  birds  should  have. 
Then  iust  at  the  right  time,  she 
pushes  them  out  of  the  nest,  teaches 
them  how  to  fly  and  how  to  look 
out  for  themselves. 

Some  time  ago  a  barn  caught  on 
fire.  As  soon  as  the  fire  was  dis- 
covered, the  doors  were  opened  and 
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all  of  the  animals  were  taken  out  of 
the  barn.  One  of  the  cows  was  tied 
in  a  safe  place  well  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  fire.  But  she  soon  dis- 
covered that  her  calf  had  been  over- 
looked and  was  still  in  the  barn. 
When  her  frantic  bellowing  went 
unheeded,  this  dumb  animal,  wild 
with  fear  for  the  safety  of  her 
young,  summoned  all  of  her  strength 
and  tore  herself  away  from  her 
hitching  post  and  made  straight  for 
the  barn.  Without  a  moment's  hesi- 
tation she  rushed  into  the  now  blaz- 
ing inferno  to  perish  beside  her 
young. 

This  magnificent  endowment  of 
loyalty  and  devotion  in  spite  of 
costs,  has  been  made  a  part  of  the 
great  gift  of  motherhood.  The  con- 
structive benefit  of  this  willingness 
to  give  one's  life  is  only  exceeded 
by  the  love  and  sacrifice  that 
prompted  the  Saviour  of  the  world 
to  offer  up  his  own  life  upon  the 
cross.  At  the  price  of  the  greatest 
physical  pain  and  the  most  severe 
spiritual  suffering,  he  took  upon 
himself  our  transgressions  in  order 
to  redeem  us  from  sin  and  death. 
But  frequently  a  mother  also  carries 
upon  her  soul  the  sin,  sufferings, 
and  responsibilities,  as  well  as  the 
joys  and  triumphs  of  her  offspring. 

God  has  ordained  that  the  family 
relationship  should  be  everlasting. 
Fatherhood  and  motherhood  will 
never  be  discontinued  nor  lose  their 
importance.  The  scriptures  savs, 
"Whatsoever  God  doeth  it  shall  last 
forever"  God  decreed  the  family 
and  performed  the  first  marriage 
ceremony  before  mortality  and 
death  had  entered  the  world.  The 
relationships  of  male  and  female  is 


not  just  an  arrangement  that  applies 
to  mortality.  Life  at  its  best  here  is 
but  a  type  of  that  which  exists  in 
heaven.  We  speak  of  our  Father  in 
heaven,  but  we  also  have  a  mother 
in  heaven.  The  poetess  said.  "Truth 
is  reason,  truth  eternal.  Tells  me 
I've  a  mother  there."  Certainly  no 
one  either  on  earth  or  in  heaven 
ever  had  a  father  without  also  hav- 
ing a  mother,  and  the  basic  unit 
throughout  all  eternity  will  be  the 
family.  To  those  who  have  held  and 
do  hold  the  keys  of  the  holy  priest- 
hood, God  has  said.  "Whatsoever 
thou  shall  bind  on  earth,  shall  be 
bound  in  heaven."  God's  life  is 
family  life.  And  only  within  this 
holy  institution  will  we  find  the 
greatest  joys  and  the  most  pleasant 
eternal  progress. 

On  Mother's  day  and  on  all  other 
days,  the  best  way  to  honour  our 
mothers  and  the  best  way  to  honour 
our  Heavenly  Father  is  to  lead 
happy,  righteous  lives.  The  proverb 
is  still  true  that  says  "A  wise  son 
maketh  a  glad  mother."  A  wise  son 
also  maketh  a  glad  Heavenly  Father. 
Our  mother  and  Our  Heavenly 
Father  have  a  partnership  in  us. 
Each  has  an  overwhelming  interest 
in  our  lives  and  each  plays  a  deter- 
mining part  in  our  destiny.  God 
himself  has  said.  "This  is  my  work 
and  my  glory  to  bring  to  pass  the 
immortality  and  eternal  life  of 
man.'  This  scripture  also  describes 
the  mission  of  our  mothers,  so  that 
the  greater  our  success  and  the 
greater  our  happiness,  the  greater 
will  be  her  eternal  glory. 

Next  to  God  himself  we  might 
pay  the  greatest  possible  tribute  of 
our  lives  to  our  mothers.

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WHAT  IS  'ACTIVITY' 


A  Church  News  Editorial 


When  we  say  we  are  active  in  the 
Church,  exactly  what  do  we  mean? 
What  degree  of  activity  will  save 
us?  How  much  can  we  compromise 
with  the  world  and  still  be  accept- 
able to  the  Lord?  Is  God  reallv 
serious  when  He  asks  us  to  serve 
Him  with  all  our  hearts,  might, 
mind  and  strength? 

The  Lord  has  given  us  guidelines 
and  if  we  are  to  take  them  literally, 
as  He  plainly  gave  them,  they  should 
both  frighten  us  and  encourage  us 
to  greater  devotion. 

It  is  true  that  when  He  said  we 
are  to  serve  Him  with  all  our  hearts. 
He  did  not  mention  any  particular 
penalty  if  we  failed  to  do  so.  It  is 
true  also  that  when  He  gave  us  the 
Word  of  Wisdom,  about  which 
some  people  still  quibble.  He  merely 
described  it  as  His  word  and  His 
will. 

But  what  is  the  measure  of  His 
requirement  as  stated  elsewhere? 

One  such  measure  is  found  in 
Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Section  76. 
In  this  section  He  is  talking  about 
the  various  degrees  of  glorv  and 
indicates  the  type  of  life  which  will 
send  a  person  into  one  or  another 
of  the^e  alories. 

IN  VERSE  79  He  speaks  of  those 
who  will  go  to  the  Terrestrial  Glory 
and  indicates  that  also  some  who 
have  the  testimony  of  Jesus  will  be 
sent  there.  Beginning  with  verse  78 
and  continuing  through  verse  79, 
He  savs : 

"Wherefore,  they  are  bodies  ter- 
restrial, and  not  bodies  celestial,  and 
differ  in  glory  as  the  moon  differs 
from  the  sun.  These  are  they  who 
are  not  valiant  in  the  testimony  of 
Jesus;  wherefore,  thev  obtain  not 
the  crown  over  the  kingdom  of  our 
God."  The  dictionary  defines  "val- 
iant" as  being:  "Stalwart,  courag- 
eous in  a  cause,  brave  and  devoted." 

The  Lord  himself  has  a  definition 
of  it  as  shown  in  Section  58  of  the 
same  book.  "Men  should  be  anxi- 
ously engaged  in  a  good  cause  and 
do  main  things  of  their  own  free 
will  and  bring  to  pass  much  right- 
eousness." 


HE  ALSO  SAYS  that  if  we  keep 
the  commandments  with  sloth  ful- 
ness, and  with  a  doubtful  heart,  we 
are  damned.  He  says  too  that  if 
we  keep  the  commandments  only 
because  we  feel  compelled  to  do 
so,  we  have  no  reward. 

So  what  is  meant  here  by  being 
valiant?  What  type  of  performance 
will  assure  us  of  celestial  glory? 
The  13th  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians 
tells  us  that  a  pious  appearance  if 
insincere,  will  bring  us  nothing,  for 
even  though  we  speak  as  with  the 
tongues  of  angels  and  have  not 
true  charity,  which  is  the  love  of 
Christ,  we  are  as  nothing  before 
the  Lord. 

And  what  is  included  in  the  "love 
of  Christ"?  Certainly  it  includes 
fair  dealings  with  our  fellow  men 
and  always  doing  to  others  as  we 
would  be  done  by.  But  it  must  also 
include  cleanliness,  both  of  body 
and  mind,  with  a  clean  influence  on 
other  people;  and  kindness  and 
honesty. 

ANOTHER  GUIDE  to  the  judge- 
ment of  God  is  found  in  the  25th 
chanter  of  Matthew  where  we  are 
told  that  if  we  fail  to  aid  the  needy, 
heln  the  unfortunate  and  do  to 
others  as  we  would  be  done  by,  we 
can  hardly  go  with  Him  into  His 
kingdom. 

Obedience  to  the  teachings  set 
forth  in  Section  131  of  the  Doc- 
trine nnd  Covenants  is  also  vital  to 
us.  How  many  peonle  —  even 
though  otherwise  faithful  in  the 
Church  —  fail  to  marry  in  the 
temple? 

Serving  the  Lord  is  not  a  mere 
matter  of  good  intentions  and  holy 
professions  The  Lord  is  strict  in 
requiring  obedience  of  us  because 
the  Gospel  plan  is  a  pattern  of  life 
by  following  which  we  may  become 
like  Him.  and  this  great  achievement 
is  not  possible  if  we  vacillate  from 
day  to  day.

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Wife  reads  in  diary  of 
husband's  baptism

Seldom  docs  a  wife  read  about  the  baptism  of  her  husband  in  his 
diary,  but  that  is  what  happened  to  Mrs.  Gary  Lee  Rushing. 

For  seven  years,  she  had  hopes  that  he  would  join  the  Church  r.nd 
when  he  did.  he  surprised  her. 

Gary  Rushing  was  a  baseball  player  of  some  note,  playing  for  the 
Columbus  Jets,  which  is  the  franchised  team  of  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates.  In 
I960,  he  met  Vernon  Law  of  the  Pirates,  who  his  been  a  member  of  the 
Church  all  of  his  life.  "I  remember  how  impressed  I  was  with  Vern.  He 
had  the  respect  of  his  fellow  players  because  of  the  life  he  lived,"  said 
Mr.  Rushing. 

As  the  years  went  on,  Gary's  own  self-respect  and  understanding  of  life 
reached  a  low  level  and  he  started  asking  himself  questions.  "What  is  life 
all  about?  Why  are  we  here?"  he  queried.  "I  really  wanted  to  change  my 
way  of  life  so  I  started  searching.  I  remembered  some  of  the  teachings  and 
encouragement  given  to  me  by  my  wife's  grandmother,  LaRetha  Croff." 
said  Mr.  Rushing. 

His  wife,  who  had  been  his  high  school  sweetheart  in  Sacramento, 
Gloria  Jo  Hickman,  had  been  a  member  of  the  Church  all  her  life. 

By  1964  spring  training,  he  had  stopped  smoking  and  drinking.  During 
training,  when  asked  by  some  of  the  other  plavers  why  he  had  stopped 
smoking,  Mr.  Rushing  replied  that  he  wanted  to  get  in  better  shape.  It 
was  in  this  same  season  that  Garv  was  sent  to  plav  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
League  with  the  Oklahoma  City  89'ers.  The  Salt  Lake  Bees  are  in  the 
same  league  and  he  spent  the  last  four  days  on  a  road  trip  playing  against 
the  Bees  in  Salt  Lake.  On  the  first  day  of  this  Salt  Lake  visit,  Gary  left 
his  hotel  room  and  walked  across  Ihe  street  to  Temple  Square  where  he 
went  on  a  guided  tour.  He  talked  with  the  guide  following  the  tour  and 
inquired  into  what  books  about  the  Church  would  be  good  to  purchase. 

The  following  day,  he  returned  to  Temple  Square  and  in  his  curiosity 
asked  the  man  in  the  information  booth.  "How  does  one  get  baptized  into 
the  Church?"  The  man  replied,  "Do  you  want  me  to  make  an  appoint- 
ment for  you?"  Gary  replied,  "No,  but  I'd  like  to  talk  with  someone 
about  the  Church." 

He  was  sent  to  the  Church  Office  Building,  and  to  his  surprise  he  was 
greeted  by  the  same  individual  who  had  been  his  guide  the  day  before. 
They  talked  a  great  deal  that  day  and  the  next  and  were  joined  in  discus- 
sion by  several  other  brethren. 

Finally,  he  became  convinced  he  should  not  put  off  baptism.  What  a 
pleasint  surprise  it  would  be  to  his  wife,  for  him  to  come  home  br.ptized! 
Mr.  Rushing  was  baptized  in  the  Tabernacle  on  May  15  1964,  by  his  guide. 
LaMarr  Wiliams.  Mr.  Rushing  left  for  home  and  his  unsuspecting  wife  met 
him  at  the  airport  at  5  a.m.,  less  than  24  hours  after  his  baptism.  As  was 
the  family  routine,  Gary  handed  his  wife  the  little  diary  that  he  kept  on 
road  trips  which  recounted  the  various  events  and  highlights  of  his  trip. 
"Oh,  I  see  that  you  took  the  Temple  Square  tour,"  was  her  pleased 
lesnonse.  "What's  this  .  .  .  baptized?"  she  exclaimed.  She  didn't  believe  it 
until  Mr.  Rushing  showed  her  the  certificate  that  he  had  been  given.  She 
was  both  shocked  and  thrilled  by  the  happy  news. 

After  becoming  a  member  of  the  Church,  many  aspects  of  a  profes- 
sional baseball  career  were  not  acceptable  to  the  Rushing  family.  Mr. 
Rushing  finally  left  his  great  love,  baseball,  and  moved  to  Livermore,  Cali- 
fornia, where  he  is  employed  in  construction.   He  is  now  a  seventy  and

JOHN  TAYLOR -A  YOUNG  MAN 

from  —  "The  Life  of  John  Taylor" 
by  B.  H.  Roberts 


The  religious  nature  of  John  Tay- 
lor began  early  to  develop.  His 
parents  were  members,  nominally, 
of  the  Church  of  England,  and  he 
was  told  that  that  Church  was  the 
true  one,  and  that  the  "Roman 
Catholics  were  a  dreadful  set  of 
fellows."  Indeed,  it  may  be  said 
that  part  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land's creed  in  those  days,  though 
unwritten,  was  "down  with  the 
Pope."  He  learned  the  catechism 
and  the  prayers  of  the  church.  In 
a  fine  vein  of  satire  he  says :  "I 
repeated  week  after  week  —  We 
have  erred  and  strayed  from  Thy 
ways  like  lost  sheep.  .  .  .  We  have 
left  undone  those  things  which  we 
ought  to  have  done,  and  there 
is  no  health  in  us:  .  .  .  have  mercv 
upon  us,  miserable  sinners." 

He  was  baptized  into  the  church 
when  an  infant;  a  god-father  and 
god-mother  promised  and  vowed 
for  him  that  be  would  renounce 
the  devil  and  all  his  works  —  the 
porno  and  vanity  of  this  wicked 
world,  and  all  the  deceitful  lusts  of 
the  flesh:  that  he  should  believe  all 
the  articles  of  the  Christian  faith, 
and  keen  God's  holy  laws  and  com- 
mandments, and  walk  in  the  same 
all  the  days  of  his  life.  "How   far  I 


have  filled  their  pledges,"  he  says, 
"I  must  leave  others  to  judge." 

In  childhood  and  youth  he  was 
naturally  vivacious,  and  seems  to 
have  had  but  little  regard  for  the 
stiff  formula  of  church  creed,  and 
was  without  any  definite  idea  of 
correct  religious  views:  still  he  had 
a  deep  reverence  for  God:  with  him 
it  was  an  intuition,  and  he  dreaded 
nothing  so  much  as  offending  Him. 

When  about  sixteen  he  heard  the 
Methodist  doctrines  taught,  and  as 
he  perceived  more  spiritual  light 
and  force  in  their  teachings  than  in 
the  cold,  set  services  of  the  Church 
of  England,  he  became  a  Methodist. 
He  was  strictly  sincere  in  his  relig- 
ious faith,  and  very  zealous  to  learn 
what  he  then  considered  to  be  the 
truth.  Believing  that  "everv  good 
and  nerfect  gift  proceedeth  from  the 
Lord."  he  prayed  frequently  in  pri- 
vate. Most  of  his  leisure  hours  were 
snent  in  reading  the  Bible,  works  on 
theologv  and  in  praver.  For  the 
latter  purpose  he  usually  resorted  to 
secluded  n'aces  in  the  woods  and 
fields.  The  missionary  spirit  about 
t'-»is  time  began  to  develop  in  him. 
He  induced  a  number  of  boys  about 
his  own  age  to  ioin  with  him  in 
secret    prayer,    but    they    generallv 
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soon  forsook  him  He  relates  a  cir- 
cumstance that  must  have  occurred 
about  this  time,  that  still  further 
gives  evidence  of  the  missionary 
spirit  working  within  him.  Living  in 
the  same  neighbourhood  was  an  old 
gentleman  whom  he  greatly  respec- 
ted; he  was  a  good  man,  a  praying 
man,  but  he  had  a  wife  who  did 
not  want  to  pray,  and  also  interfered 
with  his  devotions.  She  was  restless 
and  turbulent,  a  kind  of  thorn  in 
his  flesh.  Under  these  circumstances 
he  did  not  get  along  very  well,  but 
it  used  to  drive  him  to  the  Lord. 
After  a  while  she  died,  and  he 
married  again;  this  time  to  a  very 
amiable  lady.  His  wife  was  so  plea- 
sant and  agreeable,  that  the  change 
in  his  circumstances  was  very  great. 
Being  thus  comfortably  situated  he 
became  remiss  in  his  religious 
duties:  and  among  other  things  gave 
way  to  the  temptations  of  liquor. 
Observing  the  course  he  was  taking, 
young  Taylor  took  up  a  labour 
with  him.  He  felt  a  little  abashed 
on  account  of  his  youth,  because 
of  lone  friendship,  and  out  of  re- 
spect for  the  old  gentleman's  many 
good  qualities,  he  felt  it  his  duty 
to  call  his  attention  to  his  neglect 
of  Christian  precepts.  He  told  him 
how  he  had  seen  him  drunk  a  few 
days  nreviouslv,  and  how  it  had 
hurt  his  feelings,  as  his  course 
hitherto  had  been  exemplary.  The 
old  gentleman  appreciated  the  good 
feelings,  the  resDect  and  courage  of 
his  young  friend,  deplored  his  weak- 
ness and  promised  amendment. 

Young  Taylor  possessed  a  portion 
of  the  spirit  of  God  and  was  very 
happv.  Manifestations  of  its  pre- 
sence were  frequent,  not  only  in  the 
expansion  of  his  mind  to  under- 
stand doctrines  and  principles,  but 
also  in  dreams  and  visions.  "Often 
when  alone."  he  writes,  "and  some- 
times in  company.  I  heard  sweet, 
soft,  melodious  music,  as  if  per- 
formed bv  angelic  or  supernatural 
beings."  When  but  a  small  boy  he 
saw,  in  vision,  an  angel  in  the 
heavens,  holding  a  trumpet  to  his 
mouth,  sounding  a  message  to  the 
nations.  The  import  of  this  vision  he 
did  not  understand  until  later  in  life. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  was 
made  a  Methodist  exhorter.  or  local 


preacher.  His  first  appointment  was 
at  a  small  country  town  some  seven 
miles  from  Penrith.  A  brother  in  the 
same  church  accompanied  him;  and 
when  the  two  had  walked  about  a 
mile  from  Penrith,  young  Taylor 
suddenly  stopped,  overpowered  by 
a  peculiar  influence,  and  as  he  stood 
there  in  the  road,  he  remarked  to 
his  companion.  "1  have  a  strong 
impression  on  my  mind,  that  I  have 
to  go  to  America  to  preach  the 
gospel!"  At  the  time  he  knew  noth- 
ing of  the  Americans  but  yvhat  he 
had  learned  in  his  geography  at 
school;  and  emigration  to  that 
country  had  not  been  thought  of 
then  by  his  family.  So  strong  was 
the  voice  of  the  spirit  to  him  on 
that  occasion  that  it  continued  to 
impress  him  as  long  as  he  remained 
in  that  land;  and  even  after  he 
arived  in  Canada,  a  presentiment 
that  he  could  not  shake  olT.  clung 
to  him  that  he  had  some  work  to 
do  which  he  did  not  then  under- 
stand. 

At  the  age  of  twenty,  having 
mastered  the  business  of  turner, 
voung  Tayloi  left  Penrith,  and  in 
the  town  of  Hale  started  business 
for  himself,  under  the  auspices  of 
his  father.  Shortly  after  this,  in 
1830.  his  father  and  family  emi- 
grated to  Upper  Canada,  leaving 
him  to  dispose  of  some  unsold  pro- 
perty and  settle  the  affairs  of  the 
estate. 

In  about  two  years  he  completed 
the  business  entrusted  to  him  and 
followed  them.  While  crossing  the 
British  channel  the  ship  he  sailed  in 
encountered  severe  storms,  which 
lasted  a  number  of  days.  He  saw 
several  ships  wrecked  in  that  storm, 
and  the  captain  and  officers  of  his 
own  ship  expected  hourly  that  she 
would  go  down.  But  not  so  with 
our  voung  emigrant.  The  voice  of 
the  Spirit  was  still  saying  within 
him.  "You  must  yet  go  to  America 
and  preach  the  gospel."  "So  con- 
fident was  I  of  my  destiny."  he 
remarks,  "that  I  went  on  deck  at 
midnight,  and  amidst  the  raging 
elements  felt  as  calm  as  though  I 
was  sitting  in  n  parlor  at  home.  I 
believed  I  should  reach  America  and 
perform  my  work." 
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A  Testimony  Sealed  with  Blood 

From  "The  Presidents  of  the  Church" 
by   Preston  Nibley 

During  this  month  of  June,  we 
think  of  the  suffering  of  the  Pro- 
phet Joseph  Smith.  During  the 
latter  part  of  his  life,  mostly  dur- 
ing the  beginning  of  the  year  1K44. 
the  prophet  had  foretold  of  his 
death.  He  told  the  saints  that  it 
would  not  be  the  people  outside 
of  the  Church  that  would  actually 
bring  this  about,  but  those  that 
had  shook  his  hand,  called  him 
brother  and  had  been  his  friend. 

During  the  early  part  of  May 
1844,  a  small  group  of  men  in 
Nauvoo,  who  were  or  had  been 
members  of  the  Church,  had  sud- 
denly decided  to  "expose"  the 
Prophet  and  the  Saints  and  do 
them  every  possible  harm.  One  of 
these  men  was  William  Law, 
Joseph's  former  counsellor  in  the 
Presidency.  On  June  7th,  the  first 
and  only  issue  of  "The  Nauvoo 
Expositor"  appeared.  It  was  filled 
with  vicious  falsehoods  and  its 
whole  intent  was  to  arouse  the 
citizens  of  Illinois  against  the 
Prophet  and  his  people.  Three 
days  later,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
City  Council,  at  which  Joseph 
presided  as  Mayor,  the  "Epositor" 
was  declared  to  be  a  public  nuis- 
ance, and  was  ordered  to  be 
abated.  Marshal  John  P.  Greene, 
with  his  assistants,  proceded  to  the  office  of  the  Expositor  and  destroyed 
the  press  and  type.  Immediately  after  this  was  done  the  owners  of  the 
paper  fled  to  Carthage,  where  they  demanded  the  arrest  of  Joseph  and  the 
members  of  the  City  Council  of  Nauvoo.  Warrants  were  issued  charging  the 
parties  mmed  with  having  committed  a  riot. 

Events  now  moved  swiftly.  Inflamed  by  the  appeals  of  the  agitators  a 
mob  of  several  hundred  men  gathered  at  Carthage.  Arms  were  brought 
from  Warsaw  and  Quincy.  and  the  newspapers  in  those  cities  were  filled 
with  flaming  headlines  calling  upon  the  people  of  Illinois  to  drive  out  the 
'Mormons"  or  exterminate  them. 

On  the  21st  of  June  the  Governor  of  Illinois,  Thomas  Ford,  told  the 
prophet  Joseph  that  he  would  guarantee  his  safety  if  he  would  come  to 
Carthage  to  be  tried.  While  there,  they  were  also  arrested  for  treason.  One 
of  the  mob  was  heard  to  remark  at  this  time:  "There  is  nothing  against 
these  men;  the  law  cannot  reach  them,  but  powder  and  ball  shall.  They 
will  never  get  out  of  Carthage  alive." 

Immediately  after  the  second  arrest  Joseph  and  Hyrum  were  taken  to 
the  county  jail,  a  few  blocks  from  the  courthouse.  Several  of  the  brethren 
accompanied  them,  among  whom  were  Apostles  John  Taylor  and  Willard 
Richards.  These  men  were  not  under  arrest,  but  gladly  acted  as  guards,  to 
protect,  if  possible,  the  lives  of  their  beloved  leaders. 
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The  following  day,  June  26th,  was  spent  by  the  brethren  in  the  "upper 
room"  of  the  Carthage  jail.  About  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  in  response 
to  an  urgent  request  from  Joseph,  Governor  Ford  came  to  the  jail,  and 
the  brethren  had  a  lengthy  interview  with  him.  Not  much  satisfaction  was 
obtained  from  this  interview,  but  on  leaving,  the  Governor  promised  Joseph 
and  Hyrum,  "pledging  his  faith,  the  honor  of  his  officers,  and  the  good 
name  of  the  state  of  Illinois"  that  thev  would  be  protected.  Subsequent 
events  proved  that  this,  and  all  other  promises  of  the  Illinois  Governor, 
were  shallow,  unfaithful  and  treacherous. 

During  the  evening,  "Hyrum  read  from  the  Book  of  Mormon  con- 
cerning the  sufferings  and  deliverance  of  the  servants  of  God  from  the 
hands  of  their  enemies.  Joseph  arose  and  bore  a  powerful  testimony  to  the 
guards,  of  the  divinity  of  the  book;  he  declared  that  the  Gospel  had  been 
restored  and  that  the  Kingdom  of  God  was  again  established  on  the  earth, 
for  the  sake  of  which  he  was  then  incarcerated  in  prison,  and  not  because 
lie  had  violated  any  law  of  God  or  man."  The  brethren  retired  to  rest  late 
at  night,  several  of  them  sleeping  on  the  floor. 

June  27th  dawned  fair  and  clear  at  Carthage,  but  the  atmosphere  was 
tense  among  the  mob  soldiery  lounging  about  the  public  square,  and  in  the 
little  county  jail,  where  the  greatest  and  most  gifted  man  of  modern  ages, 
awaited  the  uncertainty  of  events. 

During  the  afternoon  at  the  jail.  John  Taylor  sang  a  plaintive  song 
which  had  recently  been  introduced  into  Nauvoo,  entitled.  "A  Poor  Way- 
faring Man  of  Grief." 

Shortly  after  five  o'clock.  John  Taylor,  who  was  looking  out  of  a  front 
window,  saw  a  group  of  armed  men,  with  blackened  and  painted  faces, 
march  around  the  corner  of  the  jail.  At  their  appearance  the  guard  fled, 
and  as  many  of  the  ruffians  as  could  do  so  climbed  the  stairs  to  the  room 
where  the  brethren  were  confined.  "The  four  prisoners  sprang  against  the 
door,"  relates  George  Q.  Cannon,  who  was  in  Nauvoo  at  the  time  of  the 
murder  and  was  intimately  acquainted  with  all  the  details,  "but  the  mur- 
derers burst  it  partly  open  and  pushed  their  guns  into  the  room.  John 
Taylor  and  Willard  Richards,  each  with  a  cane,  tried  to  knock  aside  the 
weapons.  A  shower  of  bullets  came  up  the  stairway  and  through  the  door. 
Hyrum  was  in  front  of  the  door  when  a  ball  struck  him  in  ihe  face,  and 
he  fell  back  saying: 

"I  am  a  dead  man." 

"As  he  was  falling,  another  bullet  from  the  outside  passed  through 
his  swaying  form,  and  two  others  from  the  doorway  entered  his  body  a 
moment  later.  When  Hyrum  fell,  Joseph  exclaimed.  "Oh.  my  dear  brother 
Hyrum!"  and  opening  the  door  a  few  inches  he  discharged  his  pistol  into 
the  stairway  —  but  two  or  three  barrels  missed  fired. 

"When  the  door  could  no  longer  be  held,  and  when  he  could  no 
longer  parry  the  guns.  Elder  Taylor  sprang  toward  the  window.  A  bullet 
from  the  doorway  struck  his  left  thigh.  Paralyzed  and  unable  to  help 
himself  he  fell  on  the  window  sill,  and  felt  himself  falling  out.  when,  by 
some  means  which  he  did  not  understand  at  the  time,  he  was  thrown  back 
into  the  room.  A  bullet  fired  from  the  outside  struck  his  watch  and  the 
watch  saved  his  life  in  two  ways,  it  stopped  the  bullet,  which  probably 
would  have  killed  him,  and  the  force  of  the  ball  in  striking  it.  threw  him 
back  into  the  room.  The  watch  stopped  at  16  minutes  and  26  seconds  past 
5  o'clock.  After  he  fell  into  the  room,  three  other  bullets  struck  him  spat- 
tering his  blood  upon  the  walls  and  floor. 

"Joseph  saw  that  th:re  was  no  longer  safety  in  the  room;  and  thinking 
he  would  save  the  life  of  Willard  Richards,  if  he  himself  should  spring 
from  the  room,  he  turned  immediately  from  the  door,  dropped  his  pistol 
and  leaped  into  the  window.  Instantly  two  bullets  pierced  him  from  the 
door,  and  one  entered  his  right  breast  from  without,  and  he  fell  outward 
into  the  hands  of  his  murderers,  exclaiming: 

"Oh  Lord.  My  God." 
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WHEN  A  FELLOW  NEEDS  A  FRIEND

Brad  Evans  is  his  name.  He  was  born  and  reared  in  one  of  the 
toughest  towns  in  the  western  states.  His  father  and  mother  smoked  and 
drank  and  travelled  with  a  fast  crowd  in  which  morals  were  seemingly  un- 
heard of.  The  family,  consisting  of  Brad  and  a  sister  eleven  months  younger, 
rated  very  low  in  their  parents"  system  of  values.  When  bowling  or  playing 
cards  interfered  with  family  responsibilities,  the  family  always  came  out 
on  the  short  end. 

Both  the  mother  and  father  worked,  but  because  of  drinking,  poor 
management,  and  "trying  to  keep  up  with  the  Joneses,"*  there  was  never 
enough  money  to  go  around.  The  parents  finally  ended  up  in  divorce  court. 
The  terrible  publicity  left  Brad  heart-sick  and  burning  inside  with  humilia- 
tion, disappointment,  and  embarrassment.  That  was  eight  years  ago.  He 
has  not  seen  or  heard  of  his  father  since. 

A  fellow  in  this  situation  needs  a  friend.  And  Brad,  now  a  college 
athlete,  tells  how  Latter-day  Saint  friends  gave  him  a  reason  for  living. 

BRAD'S  OWN  STORY 

The  first  person  who  came  into  my  life  that  I  could  depend  on  was 

my  high  school  coach.  He  was 
a  Mormon,  and  he  took  a  real 
interest  in  me.  When  he  found, 
during  an  interview,  that  I  had 
been  smoking  for  three  years 
and  that  I  came  from  a  broken 
home,  he  didn't  show  any  signs 
of  surprise.  He  just  sat  there 
and  let  me  talk.  This  was  the 
first  time  an  adult  had  ever  had 
time  to  listen  to  me,  and  that 
half-hour  interview  lasted  three 
hours.  When  it  was  over,  the 
coach  invited  me  home  for 
dinner.  By  the  time  school 
started.  I  had  become  his  yard 
boy  and  baby  sitter.  On  the 
football  field  he  became  my 
idol. 

Next  summer,  as  we  sat 
around  the  campfire  on  an 
overnight  fishing  trip,  the  coach 
said  to  me,  "Brad  look  up  there 
at  the  moon  and  the  stars. 
Eight   hours   ago   the   sun   was 
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shining  straight  overhead.  Look  at  the  beautiful  trees  we're  sitting  under. 
From  here,  some  of  them  appear  to  be  two  or  three  hundred  feet  tall;  and 
we  know  that  many  of  them  came  from  the  seeds  of  a  single  tree.  Did  all 
this  order  in  the  universe  just  happen,  or  was  it  created?" 

I  lay  in  my  sleeping  bag  that  night  with  many  unanswered  questions  on 
my  mind.  But  what  happened  next  morning  surprised  me  most.  He  took 
a  Bible  from  his  car  and  said,  "Brad,  I"d  like  you  to  read  the  first  two 
chapters  in  this  great  book.  I  believe  it  will  answer  many  of  your  questions 
regarding  the  creation."  The  biblical  account  sounded  good,  and  I  believed 
it  because  the  coach  believed  it. 

I  graduated  from  high  school  after  a  successful  career  in  athletics,  and 
it  was  my  high  school  coach  who  aranged  for  me  to  attend  Brigham  Young 
University. 

It  was  at  the  Y  that  life  started  to  make  sense  to  me.  I'll  never  forget 
the  first  night  with  my  roommate.  We  went  to  a  show  and  then  came  home 
and  visited  a  while.  When  we  got  ready  to  go  to  bed.  he  suggested  that 
we  have  family  prayer.  I  had  never  prayed,  and  I  told  him  that  I  didn't 
know  how  to  pray.  He  said  that  if  I  didn't  mind  kneeling  by  the  bed  with 
him,  he  would  pray  for  us.  He  prayed  for  both  of  us,  for  our  teachers, 
coaches,  families,  and  friends,  every  night  for  a  little  over  three  months. 

My  roommate,  more  than  anyone  else,  taught  me  the  principles  of  the 
gospel.  As  a  great  competitor  in  athletics,  he  asked  quarter  from  no  one 
and  didn't  give  any;  yet  he  was  at  the  same  time  kind,  considerate,  and 
understanding.  Never  did  he  tell  me  that  I  would  burn  because  of  my  sins. 
He  explained  that  we  are  all  sons  and  daughters  of  our  Heavenlv  Father 
and  that  he  loves  us.  I  had  other  associations  at  school,  too.  Although  I 
did  run  into  a  few  LDS  students  who  were  hypocrites  and  did  not  live  the 
principles  of  the  gospel,  the  majority  were  true  Latter-day  Saints. 

When  I  went  home  for  Christmas,  I  had  a  chance  to  make  a  few 
comparisons,  and  I  did  a  lot  of  thinking.  On  my  first  night  back  at  the  Y. 
when  my  roommate  and  I  knelt  to  pray,  I  asked  if  I  could  take  my  turn 
praying.  I  felt  so  good  inside!  It  was  my  first  communication  with  my 
Father  in  heaven  since  I  had  come  to  this  earth. 

In  March  of  that  year  I  asked  for  baptism,  requesting  that  this  service 
be  performed  by  my  roommate,  whom  I  had  grown  to  love. 

When  I  was  confirmed  a  member  of  the  Church,  a  great  feeling  of 
satisfaction  and  contentment  came  into  my  life.  I  knew  that  I  would  never 
be  alone  again  because  I  would  always  have  the  Holy  Ghost  to  guide  and 
protect  me.  I  joined  the  Church  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  This  Church  is  the  restored  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  teaches  a  per- 
son how  to  treat  people,  which  is  one  of  Christ's  greatest  messages. 

2.  The  Church  emphasizes  education,  moral  values,  and  reasons  for 
doing  things.  Once  you  sense  the  importance  of  these  principles,  there 
aren't  any  temptations  too  great  to  withstand. 

3.  The  principle  of  eternal  progression  mikes  sense  to  me. 

4.  Marriage  for  time  and  eternity  appeals  to  me.  I  want  a  home  where 
love,  respect,  concern,  and  understanding  abide.  It  gives  me  confidence  to 
meet  men  and  women  who  have  been  married  for  forty,  fifty,  and  sixty 
years.  I  want  the  priesthood  in  my  home.

Unless  we  seek  truth  and  leader- 
shin  from  God,  the  youth  will  be 
swaved  bv  anv  principle  that  seems 
to  anneal  to  them.  Even  though  we 
miqht  attend  our  Church  meetings 
weekly  and  seem  to  be  honest  and 
good  members  of  the  Church,  it 
doesn't  mean  that  we  can  not  be  led 
in  an  undesirable  way.  I  have 
known  of  a  narticular  nerson  not 
too  long  aeo.  that  you  might  sav  bv 
looking  at  him  that  he  was  a  pood 
member  of  the  Church,  attending 
all  of  his  meetings,  well  liked  bv 
everyone,  and  an  examnle  to  many 
vounger  than  himself.  We  see  many 
voting  people  in  the  Church  today 
that  are  in  this  same  category.  Even 
though  they  are  trying  to  do  well. 
the*  seem  to  slin.  to  cause  them- 
selves much  sorry  and  suffering 
because  of  serious  mistakes  that 
tbev  make  during  their  vouth.  I 
believe  that  this  wouldn't  come 
about  if  the  vouth  would  begin 
each  dav  with  prayer. 


Thinking  of  a  friend  —  I  knew 
him  not  to  ask  our  Father  in  heaven 
each  day  for  help,  to  begin  the  day 
on  the  right,  and  to  close  the  day 
with  a  prayer  —  thanking  our  father 
in  heaven  for  the  courage  and 
strength  that  he  had  been  given 
during  that  day.  During  our  youth 
m  :nv  seem  to  forget  about  religion 
until  Sunday  comes  around.  Many 
parents  do  this  also.  They  forget 
that  we  have  the  Scriptures  and  the 
prayers  until  Sunday  comes.  This  is 
a  horrible  mistake  to  make  I  am 
sure  that  there  are  too  many  homes, 
where  studying  of  the  Scriptures  is 
something  not  even  heard  of.  Today 
we  hear  parents  in  the  church  and 
outside  world  saying:  "they  don't 
know  what  to  think  of  the  teenagers 
in  the  world  today."  But  how  many 
parents  have  brought  up  their  chil- 
dren in  the  right  manner?  How- 
many  have  knelt  in  family  prayer 
each  morning  before  going  to 
school?  How  many  are  holding  well 
organised  Family  Home  Evenings? 
How  many  are  teaching  their  chil- 
dren to  read  the  scriptures,  and 
not  onlv  teaching  but  reading  with 
them?  How  many  narents  can  sav 
to  their  children  "DO  AS  I  DO'"1 
Well,  we  wonder  whv  the  vouth 
hr>ve  their  problems  with  the  Word 
of  Wisdom,  with  immorality,  with  a 
feint  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
with  a  lack  of  desire  to  attend 
Church. 

We  can  say  so  much  for  the 
parents  and  the  things  that  they  fall 
short  in.  but  we  can  turn  to  our- 
selves and  see  what  we  do  wrong. 
How  many  of  us  slept-in  in  the 
mornings  and  were  barely  able  to 
catch  the  bus  and  didn't  make  time 
for  family  praver  and  study?  Some- 
times we  need  to  give  our  narents 
the  examnle.  We  are  told  by  the 
Pron^et  of  Christ's  Church,  that  we 
shou'H  Double  Date.  Do  we  put  out 
an  effort  to  do  this?  Well,  the  Lord 
has  warned  us  what  will  hannen  if 
we  do  not  Double  Date,  and  it  cer- 
tainly will  ^re  we  ashamed  to  sav 
a    praver   before   going   on   a   date? 
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Maybe  we  are  like  the  people  that 
Nephi  spoke  of;  those  who  were 
receiving  "the  fruit  of  the  tree  of 
life",  but  as  they  did  so  they  heard 
the  people  in  the  large  and  spacious 
building,  those  of  the  world,  scorn- 
ing and  laughing  at  them.  And  like 
Nephi  saw  many  of  those  who  had 
tasted  of  the  tree  of  life  fell  away 
to  be  lost  forever.  Do  parents  feel 
this  way  too?  Are  they  afraid  that 
their  children  will  laugh  at  them  if 
they  suggested  that  they  have  a 
prayer  before  going  out  before  tak- 
ing a  girl  friend  on  a  date?

We  should  ask  for  our  Heavenly 
Father's  help  at  all  times  rnd  in  a" 
things,  and  then  we  can  feel  good 
with  what  we  do,  and  if  we  are 
sincere  and  'ive  this  way  all  of  our 
lives  we  will  avoid  many  of  the 
procerus  ■  we  have.  As  youth  in 
God's  Kingdom,  we  love  our 
parents.    Parents    are   always    doing 


what  they  think  is  best  for  their 
children.  If  we  as  youth  could  only 
try  and  help  our  parents  out  to  let 
them  know  what  we  need  most.  If 
we  need  to  be  guided  into  studying 
and  prayer,  we  should  let  them  know. 
If  we  are  experiencing  problems 
with  dating,  we  should  tell  them. 
Through  Family  Home  Evenings  we 
could  receive  the  guidance  we  need. 
I  admonish  the  youth  to  empty  their 
minds  and  let  their  parents  know 
what  is  going  on  and  where  they 
need  help.  There  is  nothing  more 
wonderful  than  speaking  with  our 
parents  and  letting  them  know  what 
you  are  doing  and  becoming 
"friends"  with  them.  Only  through 
becoming  friends  with  our  parents 
and  showing  obedience  to  them  and 
following  their  council  and  advice 
will  we  have  love  at  home.  But 
alwavs  remember  prayer  —  family 
prayer  each  day. 


I  believe  that  there  is  nothing 
more  pleasing  to  our  father  in 
heaven  than  a  family  that  is  living 
the  complete  Gospel  and  doing  all 
thev  can  for  one  another's  eternal 
progression.
